BOLD BANK ‘ROBBERY. 


A Desperado with His ‘Two 
Revolvers 


He Shoots the Cashier and Secures a 
Large Sum. 


A Man Who Tried to Arrest the 
Bandit Mortally Wounded. 


A Bystander also Receives a Stray 
Bullet—The Outlaw Makes His 
Escape Amid a Lively 
Fusillade. 


By Telegraph to The Timés. — 

CLEVELAND (O.,) Aug. 8.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A special to the 
Evening Dispatch from Lima, O., 
says that one of the boldest bank rob- 
beries and murders ever perpetrated in 
this section of country occurred this 
morning at Columbus Grove, a town of 
2000 people, ten miles north of bere. 
Cashier Maple had just opened the Ex- 
change Bank and laid out $3000 near 
the cashier’s window. About 8:30 
o’clock a man appeared in the door 
with a revolver in each hand. He 
immediately began shooting. Cashier 
Maple was struck twice, once in the 
arm and once in the right side. As he 
fell to the floor an old farmer, 
William Vandemark, aged 60, en- 
tered the door, having come 
to get money for some hogs he had just 
sold. The robber turned and shot 
him. A third man satin the lobby of 
the bank, paralyzed with fear. He 
was not molested. The desperado then 
grabbed $1500 in greenbacks, shoved 
them into the pockets of his coat, and 
darted out ofthe door, shouting, *‘l’m 
a second Jesse James.’’ 

Quite a crowd had been attracted by 
the shooting, but there was a scatter- 
ing when the wild-eyed murderer ap- 
peared on the street, having a gun in 
each hand and shooting indiscrimi- 
nately. 

A bystander named Henry Buck was 
struck by a bullet from one revolver 
but was not fatally injured. The fel- 
low ran to the outskirts of town and 
disappeared. 

A posse was quickly organized and 
started in pursuit. Another posse 
started from Weat Cairo, and all this 
time the sheriff and chief of police 
were organizing an armed band here 
to assist in the search. If found the 
fellow will be shot dead. Vandemark, 
who was wounded, is a prosperous 
farmer in Union township. A big re- 
ward is offered for the capture of the 
villain. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 

Another story of the robbery is as 
follows: This morning a stranger en- 
tered a hardware store adjoining the 
bank and asked for two revolvers. 

After loading them he presented 


telling him to take his pay or that. He 
entered the bank and began 
shooting at Cashier T. J. Maple, who 
was struck twice. The robber seized 
$12,000 and started to run when a 
farmer attempted to stop him. 

The farmer was shot and wounded. 
The desperado then got into the buggy 
which an accomplice had ready, and 
the couple quickly escaped, and al- 
though searching parties have come 
out in every direction the robbers have 


PROBABLY UNTRE. 

CINCINNATI, Aug. 8.—A special to 
the Times-Star from Wapakonets, O., 
says: ‘Word has reached here by tel- 
ephone from Columbus Grove that the 
bank robber was overtaken in the 
woods and shot to death.”’ 

THE ROBBER AT LARGE. 

Lima (O.,) Aug. 8.—At 11 o’clock 
tonight the Columbus Grove bank 
robber was still at large and the chase 
had been abandoned until daylight. 
The desperado is known to be alone 
and on foot. Nearly thé whole popu- 
lation of the northern part of the 
county is assisting in the hunt for him 
and it is nyt thought he will be able to 
escape. 

William Vandermark, the farmer 
whom the burglor shot cannot recover, 
itisfeared. Cashier Maple will recover. 
The robber bad been in Columbus 
Grove a day or two before the robbery, 
claiming to be a silk-hat mender. 

THE CASHIER’S STORY. 

Cashier Maple says: **Ibe robber, 
who is a boyish-looking fellow, walked 
straight up to the wicket, demanding 
money. i thought it was a town boy 
trying to have sport with me, because 
the man held a revolver in each hand. 
I made a reply in line of that thought, 
whereupon he fired. The first two 
shots struck me; the third missed. 
Iy theu grabbed my reyolver, which 
only had one load in it and 
fired. I missed. He started out, met 
Vandemark, shot him and then turned 
back, and | standing in the celtar-way 
held him at bay with my drawn revol- 
ver till he saw 1 could not shoot, when 
he commenced firing at me again.. I 
dodged into the cellar-way for protec- 
tion and saw him through the partly 
open door reach behind the screen and 
take allthe money he could reach. 
ut it in his pocket 


and walked out.’’ 


Mr. Vandemark says he was enter- 
ing the bank when the fellow came 
‘toward bim flourishing two revolvers. 
He shot once and then turned back in- 
tothe bank. Mr. Vandemark was 
assisted to a doctor’s office by his son 
and while there saw the robber tear bis 
way through the streets by means of 
drawer revolvers and disappear at the 
railroad crossing some distance down 
the street.

SHORT WHEAT CROPS. 
Europe Must [Import Millions of 
Bushels from America. 

New Yor«k, Aug. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciate Press.] SBradstreet’s London 
correspondent has forwarded a report 
on the condition of the wheat crop 
abroad, which indicates that Europe 
will.have to import about 281,000,000 
bushels this year. Ile states that with 
respect to Russia the most contraditory 
reports have been issued, but there is 


ure in many parts of the empire, and 
that it would be safe to estimate it at 
15 per cent lesa than last year’s crop. 
The latest reports of the Hungarian 
Minister of Agriculture indicated a re- 
duction of 20 per cent for the current 
harvest in Austria-Hungary. The 
weather has since improved prospects. 
He allows 70,000,000 bushels for the 
new crop of the United Kingdom and 
45,000,000 as necessary imports. 

France will require about 100,000,000 
bushels, Germany will have to import 
not less than 36,000,000, Italy 25,000,- 
000, Spain and Portugal 16,000,000, 
Switzerland 8,000,000, Turkey 10,000,- 
000, and the rest of Europe 82,000,000. 
Making the total imports 281,000,000 
busbels. estimates that if the al- 
lowance of 33,000,000 bushels for im- 
ports from India and 144,000,000 from 
the United States wiil be made, there 
still remains a de’ cit of about 104,000,- 
000 bushels to be supplied from munor 
sources outside of Europe. 


A NOVEL REVOLT. 


A CONSUL’S ACCOUNT OF AF- 
_FAIRS IN CHILE, 


Why Battles are Fewand Far Be- 
tween—The Rebels Living 
on the Fat of the 
Land. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The fost this morn- 
ing prints an interview with Aquilia 
J. Dougherty, United States consul at 
Callao, Peru, who has just returned 
from that country, in which he says: 
“The present war in Chile is the most 
ridiculous revolution ever known or 
read of. It does not deserve the name 
of a revolution. The revolutionists 
are stationed ut ‘iydique, several 
bundred miles from Santiago, where 
Balmaceda has headquarters. Bal- 
maceda has a force of 30,000 
men at his command, and _ the 
insurgents have 7000. Between the 
two capitals of the opposing forces lies 
amountain range thatis simply im- 
passable by any armed force. There is 
absolutely nothing upon the barren 
range of rugged mountains to sustain 
an army, and it is impossible to carry 
across it that which is necessary to 
support an army. The insurgents have 
no ships with which to carry their men 
by sea, and if they had they would 
soon be destroyed, for Balmaceda has 
the whole coast protected by torpedo 
boats. Balmaceda is well supplied 
with the sinews of war and goes’ on 
with the government, ignoring toa 
great extent the efforts of the insur- 
gents. 

INSURGENTS LIVE WELL. 

“The idea of a party of revolution- 
ists being 700 miles away from the peo- 
ple against whom they revolted, and 
totally unable to come nearer to them, 
strikes an American as being very far 
removed from what we would cali an 
insurrection or rebellion. In the 
meantime, while opposing the par- 
ty in power, the insurgents are living 
well and seem to be prospering. They 
occupy the rich district of Tarapaca 
with boundless quantities of nitrates, 
the territory which Chile years ago 
wrested from-Peru. From the large 
revenues they derive from these ni- 
trates they are enabled to feed thém- 
selves and live comfortably. Merchant 
vessels put in at Iquique and trade_in 
this product as they did before the re- 
bellion, and the money thus brought to 


ents.”’ 
GETTING INTO TROUBLE WITH PERU. 

The Chilean Cougressional envoys 
in Washington today received from 
Errazuriz, Minister of Foreign Affairs 
forthe government at Iquique, the 
following telegram. 

‘*A number of officers and men of 
Balmaceda’s army who escaped from 
Tecna into Peru, disobeying the order 
of the Peruvian government took forc- 
ible possession of the steamer Mapo- 
cho, detained in Callao. The Peru- 
vian authorities obliged them to land 
and turned them over to the courts.”’

HOWELL’S VICTIM. 


Young Colvin Dies from His 
Wounds. 


Light Thrown on the Tragedy by His 
Ante-mortem Statement. 


Shot Down Without Mercy while Beg- 
ging for His Life. 


Maxwell Held as an Accessory to 
the Murder—His Peculiar Part 
atthe Fatal Inter- 
view. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
OAKLAND, Aug. 8.—[By the Associ 
ated Press.| R. 8. Colvin died at 3:45 
p-m. An important sympathetic nerve 
was severed by Howell’s shot, and 
heart failure ensued. Colvin had writ- 
ten another ante-mortem statement 
substantially as tollows: 

I met Maxwellin the evening about 9 
o’clock. He saidthe old man was over. 
He had told me before that Howell was 
coming over on Monday. We then took 
several drinks—three in all. On the way 
back to the office 1 saw Howell on the op 
site side of the street, and I said: “We 
will go over.”” We started to go up to the 
office, when Maxwell drew me aside and 
said: ‘Do not tell Howell about the letters 
in the office.”’ 

I suid to Llowell that Maxwell should go 
out.

States naval force in Bering Sea. He 
says that Commander 1urner of H.M.

Capt. Cotton is informed that the 
sealing fleet this season numbered 
about seventy vessels, of which about 
one-half have already been boarded 
and warned, Commander Reiter of 
the Thetis learned, he says, that the 
rendezvouz of the sealing fleet for this 
year bad been changed to Alitak, 
Kodiak Island, whence; he proceeded 
on June 30. The commander writes 
that, as he had anticipated, he had 
fallen in with four sealing schooners. 
which had been to Alitak and. were 
then bound for Bering Sea. Each ves- 
sel boarded said there were a few re- 
maining at Alitak. 


Harbor, July 11, Commander Reiter 
saysthat he sailed from Ounalaska 
July 5, and reached St. George’s Island 
on the 7th. After communicating 
with shore, he got under way and 
stood to the northward and eastward, 
running aline of sounding until the 
schooner was sighted. The Com- 
mander says: “I immediately stood 
for her and gained until three boats, 
which were out, were picked up. Then 
she showed me a clean pair of heels, 
there being a fresh breeze from the 
northward and eastward. I fired a 
shot to the leeward of her, to which 
no attention was paid.”’

Newspaper Gossip About the 
Kaiser’s Maladies. 


Germans Irritated by the Attacks of 
the French Pregs.: 


Berlin Papers Continue to’Carp at 
the Columbian Exposition. 


The Empe2ror, However, is Deeply 
Interested in the Fair and 
Will Probably Pay 

It a Visit.

BERLIN, Aug. 8.—[Copyright, 1891, 
by the New York Associated Press.| 
For the first time since the French 
press began transcending its previous 
record of scandalous mendacities 
about Emperor William, the govern- 
ment has deemed it necessary to issue 
semi-official notice regarding the 
alarming reports about the Emperor’s 
health. No German newspaper had 
gone beyond alluding to the ridiculous 
stories of the Emperor’s epileptic 
fits, brain disorders, and hosts of 
other maladies ascribed to him, 
until the Cologne Gazette stated that 
the annual review of the Gardes du 
Corps would not take place until the 
Emperor had rested for a fortnight 
aiter his arrival at Kiel. Some minor 
organs thereupon anoounced that the 
grand cavalry maneuvers at Bromberg, 
in which the Emperor is especially in- 


terested, would not be graced by his 


presence, 

The Emperor arrived at Kiel at 5:30 
o’clock this evening. The Emperor 
remains on board the vessel. The re- 
port of Dr. Leuthold, who has been at- 
tending the Emperor, is that the injury 
to his limb is so rapidly progressing to 
a cure that he will probably be able to 
resume the partial use of bis leg within 
a week. 

Oflicial telegraphic dispatches re- 
ceived here during the course of the 
evening indicate thatit is the inten- 
tion of Emperor William to carry out 
the programme which be had pianned 
before the accident occurred, with the 
exception of witnessing the Tempthof 
review on the 22d. Later he will go to 
Schwarxenau to meet Emperor Francis 


neuvers. 
ATTACKS ON THE WORLD’S FAIR. 
The Berlin Courier follows the 
Vossiche Zeitung and Tageblatt in carp- 
ing at the Chicago World’s Fair 
project, onthe ground of the growth 
of American hostility to everything 
and everybady outside the United 
States. The Courier, dwelling on the 
United States laws against pauper em- 
igants, uses the amazing arguméntthat 


of the grandeur of the Republic.” 

Despite these occasional yelpings, 
the popularity of the fair seems cer- 
tain. Imperial and official circles 
have taken the enterprise into favor, 
and the whole of industrial German 
will follow. The American World’s 
Fair commissioners concurred in prais- 
ing the warmth of the official greet- 
ings extended tothem. This pleasant 
state of affairs, they declared. was 
largely due to the energetic efforts of 
William Walter Phelps, the United 
States minister to Germany. 

One of the commission, referring to 
the attacks made by the Vossische Zei- 
tung, said that they had been inspired 
by some middiemen here or in New 
York, whose interest is to keep the 
American buyer from direct inter- 
course with the foreign manufacturer. 

“If these meet throlgh'the fair,” he 
said, ‘the business of the middlemen 
will suffer.”’ 

THE KAISER’S CHICAGO VISIT. 

Imperial commissioner Wormuth 
says that Emperor William shows 
such interest in inquiring into the ar- 
rangements for German representa- 
tion at the fair as to suggest thatit is 
his intention personally to grace the 
fair with his presence. 

Among German newspapers adyo- 
cating the largest — display of 
German products at Chicago, the pop- 
ular Kleine Journal is prominent. The 
Journal contends that Germany would 
be powerless in a war of commerce re- 
prisals against America. Itreminds the 
people of the strength of the German 
element in the United States and says 
that Germans ought not to renounce 
the foremost place at the fair which 
their numerical superiority should 
assure them.

Another Supreme Court De- 
cision Received. 


A RULING BY JUDGE SMITH 


He Affirmsthe Validity of the City 
“Brick-Klin" Ordinance—The 
Huff Case Dismissed— 
General Notes. 


Deputy Clerk Ashmore of the Supreme 
Court received a decision yesterday from 
headquarters, for filing in this city, affirming 
the judgment and order of the trial court 
in the case of Mary H. Newton, respond- 


ent, vs. H. J. Hull et al., appellants, except 


as to the description of the land involved, 
which is ordered corrected, 

This action was brought to perform a con- 
tract by which the defendants, Hull and 
Reed, agreed with the plaintiff to purchase 
two-fifths of a piece of land in Los Angeles 
county, coutaining seventeen acres, to- 
gether with eight shares of the capital stock 
of the Lake Vineyard Land and Water As- 
sociation, and also to foreclose a vendor’s 
lien upon the property for the unpaid por 
tion of the purchase money. 

ltis alleged in the complaint that the 


“undivided two-fifths” were by mistake left 


outof the deed, so that the. instrument ap- 
pears to convey the whole title. 
There were other errors, which the court 


holds should Have been corrected, upon 


motion, by the court below. 
DECISIONS BY JUDGE 8MITH. 
In Department One yesterday morning 
Judge Smith handed down bis opinion in the 
matter of the applications of William C. 


“Wilson, for letters of administration to the 


estate of bis neice, Eva D. Wilson, and that 
of Law Tung for letters of administration 


to the estate of Law Gow, his deceased 


cousin 

In this opinion the Court says: 

The Public .Administrator contests the 
right of the uncle. 

‘rhe identical question in this case is also 
submitted to abide this decision in the case 
of the application of Law Tung for letters 
onthe estate of Law Gow, deceased, the 


former being the cousin german of de- 


ceased, and the heirs-at-law, the parents, re- 
side in China, which latter application the 
administrator also contests. 

Section 1365 of the civil procedure covers 


$he case; which is as follows: 


“Administration of the estate of a person 
dying intestate must be granted to some one 


of the persons hereinafter named, the rela- 


tives of the deceased being entitled to ad- 
minister only when they are entitled to suc- 
his personal estate or some portion 
thereof.”’ 

“In the two cases at bar the petitioners 
are not entitled to share in the estate in any 
manner, and in so,far as any hardship is 
concerned in excluding a relative who is 
not entitied to any part of the estates. and 
yy the estate into the hands of the Pub- 

ic Administrator, that is more imaginary 
than real. Nothing is saved in expense to 
the heirs by the former, and experience 
leads me to think, as a general proposition, 
it is quite as safe with the Public Admiunis- 
trator as with a party who has no interest 
in the same, ‘lhe applications ot William 
G. Wilson and Law Gow are denied.” 

Judge Smith banded dowa the following 
opinion in the appeal case of the People ys, 

aries Paye yesterday morning: 
Defendant was convicted in the Police 


‘Court under a city ordinance prohibiting 


the erection or maintaining of brick-kilns 
within certain prescribed limits of the city. 

A demurrer was interposed to the com- 
piaint, which was overruled. Defendant 
stood by his demurrer, and judgment was 
entered for a violation of such ordinance. 

There are two grounds of demurrer: 
First, that the complaist does not state a 
public offense: second, that more than one 
vilense is charged, 

The first point made by counsel for de- 
fendant in their briefs is upon the question 
of nuisance. I do not think that question 
is necessarily involved in this action. 

» The ordinance contains no suggestion of 
Duisauce, and it would seem the city has 
not considered it in that light. 

Counsel for the defendant have made a 
very lengthy and very able brief, but after 
all we inust resort to the charter for au- 
thority and guidance in this case. Sec, 13 
of art. 1 of the charter provides: “‘That the 
City shall have the right to license and 
regulate the carrying on of all trades, call- 
ings and occupations,” 

Does this clause confer the right to pro- 
hibit the erection of brick-kilns in certain 
specified limits of the city? 

To “regulate” is to subject to rules or re- 
Btrictions, to dispose, to arrange. Suppose, 
by ordinance, the city had said “No brick- 
kiln shall be erected upon the border of any 
— park, or upon Sprivg street between 

irst and Second streets’’, would it be con- 
tended that the city could not prohibit? I 
think the authority clear, not only in this 
clause of the charter, but under its power to 

rescribe fire limits and regulate that sub- 
ect. 

It may be said that if they have the right 
to regulate this subject or occupation it may 
prohibit drygoods houses, hotels, etc. Cer- 
tainly, if a proper case were presented; but 
the regulation must be reasonabie, consis- 
tent with the rignts of the people, not arbi- 
trary or ‘autocratic, nor in conflict with 
“But,” you say, “the law 
gives the citizen the right to use his prop- 
erty for legitimate purposes as he pleases.” 

Lut the maxim, “Sec uteret tuo ut alien- 
um non iaedas”’ (80 use your own as not to 
injure another), goes with ali rights; and 
cities, of necessity, must have the power to 


~ yegulate trades and business for the well- 


being of all. ‘The ordinance must be a 
reasonable reguiation.. The ordinance in 
question may be quite the reverse, and 
entirely uncailed for, but-this is not appar- 
ent from the ordinance itseif. ws 

The case must be determined on the de- 
murrer, and the Court will nut.presume that 
the city has acted arbitrarily- or without 
good cause for such ordinance, and the-casé 
rests upon the right of the city to regulate 
the manufacture of brick within the city 
limits, and I am of the opinion that the city 
has such power under its charter. 

It is not perceived thattwo offenses are 
charged in the complaint. Therefore, a new 
trial isdenied ana the judgment of the

The 
transfer is said to have been made for the 
purpose of defrauding and evading the law 
of California, and that the stockholders of 
the present company are substantially the 
same as in the old concern. The court is 
asked to close up the business of the Pa- 
cific Railway, to appoint a receiver to take 
charge of the assets, and tor a disclosure 
and to enforce the liability against the 
stockholders. 


CHILDREN IN DISPUTE. 


A Father and Mother Contending for 
Their Custody. 

In Department One, yesterday morning, 
Maud May Flores, the thirteen-year-old 
daughter of William and Mary Fiores, was 
taken before Judge Shaw upon a writ of 
habeas corpus, in order that the question as 
to which of her parents should have the 
custody of her might be settled. 

It was shown that in 1887 the child’s 
mother was divorced from her husband on 
the ground of cruelty, and she was awarded 
the custody of her two minor children. 
Shortly afterward she took them to Wash- 
ington, where she remained for nearly four 

ears. A few mionths ago, however, she 
eft them witha friend teinporarily while 
she went out to work, and Flores, learning 
of this, made arrangements with the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company to bring them 
down here, claiming that their mother had 
deserted them. Assoon as she heard of 
this, Mrs. Fiores came down, and after a 
prolonged search finally located her. elder 
child, Maud, and carried her off in triumph 
to Santa Monica, where she secured employ- 
ment for ber at the residence of a Mrs. 
Pellard. She then sought and obtained a 
situation for herself at Redondo, Mean- 
while, however, Flores started out in pur- 
sult, and a few days ago located Maud at 
Mrs. Pollard’s house and carried her off, 
whereupon Mrs. Pollard applied for and ob- 
tained a writ of habeas corpus for the girl. 

After hearing this much of the story, 
Judge Shaw remarked that it was not a 
pte gg matter for habeas corpus proceed- 

ngs, a8 the custody of the child had already 
been awarded to the mother, and the only 
question which could be raised was as to 
whether or not the mother was an improper 
person to have the custody. 

The matter was continued for further 
hearing until the 14th inst., the child mean- 
while being sent to the Sisters’ school.

A Lively Row in Justice 
Stanton’s Court. 


THEY ALMOST CAME TO BLOWS 


Altercation Between Attorney Appel 
and Deputy Sherlff Cruz Dur- 
ing the Masias Ex-~ 
amination. 


The preliminary examination into the 
charge of murder preterred against the boy 
Antonio Massias, was again resumed before 
Justice Stanton in the Township Court yes- 
terday. 

Francisco Masias and Jim Tucker were 
both recalled for further examination as to 
the purse and the finding of the cartridge 
shell, after which the defendant’s mother 
was put upon the stand. 

She stated that she knew that on the even- 
ing of the day upon which the Chinaman 
was killed her husband and the defendant 
were at the dam. ‘They were there about [0 
o’clock and remained until dark, when both 
returned together, had supper and went to 
bed. She also knew that her son bought 
the purse in controversy from a peddler, in 
ar last, for 10 cents, | 

he defendant’s father was then called 
and stated thathe and his son, Antonio, 
worked together at the reservoir, on the day 
of the murder, from dinner time until dark. 
Shortly after supper he went to bed, and 
saw that the defendant was already in bed. 
While they were eating supper together 
José, his fourteen-year-oid boy, came in 
with a small rifle. 

Antonio Masias, the defendant, testi- 
fied on his own behalf to the same 
effect, adding that at the time of bis arrest 
he had a knife and purse in his kets. 
The former he bought from José Valdez at 
Saenz’s store, andthe purse he purchased 
from a peddier for 10 cents in May last. He 
also testified toa conversation which he had 
with Deputy Sheriff Cruz at the time of his 
arrest. 

At the close of his testimony court ad- 
journed for the day, continuing the case 
until 5 o’elock on Monday next. 

Just before adjournment, both sides an- 
nounced that cei would like to have cer- 
tain witnesses subpcenaed, and the Court 
ordered the subpcenas issued accordingly. 
While the clerk was filling out the blanks, 
Deputy Sheriff Cruz stepped up to the desk 
to receive them, when Attorney Appel ob- 
jected in his characteristically forcibie man- 
ner on the ground that Cruz was an inter- 
ested party in the case. 

Cruz retorted warmly: “l want you to 
understand that Ido not tamper with wit- 
nesses, although you do,” 

Attorney Appel atonce got excited, and 
shouted: That is absolutely false,” to 
which Cruz replied with equal force: 
*You’re a liar!” 

“T’ll fightyoul’’ roared Attorney Appel, 
and the two men advanced toward each 
other, with clenched fists and determined 
mien, but just at this juncture Constable 
Rogers grabbed Attorney Appel from be- 
hind and a scene of confusion ensued as 
the belligerent lawyer struggled to free 
himself. 

Justice Stanton, who had apparently beer 
unconscious of an impending battle until 
this time, at once turnedround and taking 
in the situation at a glance, roared out, 
“Cruz, lil fine you $10 for contempt.” The 
deputy sheriff explained that the attorney 
had told him that a certain statementhe had 
made was false, and had challenged him to 
fight; whereupon Justice ;Stanton, ‘in his 
most dignified manner, remarked that he 
had not heard that, and if it was so an 
apology had better be forthcoming from the 
defendant’s counsel. 

Attorney Appel thereupon apologized, 
and his excuses having been accepted, Mr. 
Guthrie interceded for Cruz, whose fine was 
thereupon remitted by the Court. 


COUNTY SCHOOLS. 


The Annual Report of Superintend- 
ent Seamans. 

W. H. Seamans, County Superintendent 
of Schools, has prepared his annual report 
to the State Superintendent of Education, 
from which it appears that the total number 
of children in the schools on June 30, 1891, 
were 20,071. Of these 10,101 were boys and 
9970 were girls. The average daily attend- 
ance was 13,774. 


Thegrades of the scholars enrolled are 
divided up as follows: High school, 501; 
ogg school, 3315; primary school, 
10, 

The average number of months the 
schools were mantained during the year 
were 8 §-10. 

‘The number of teachers are 426, of these 
87 are male and 339 are female. Seven dis- 
tricts have voted a school tax and 101 bave 
not. The average monthly salary paid to 
teachers is $82.93. The cash salaries paid 
during the year are $312,291.39. Cash paid 
for rents, renairs and contingent expenses 
$38,497.03. For school lib:ries $3486.81. For 
school apparatus $2239.33. Cash paid for 
school sites and buildings $12,150.26. ‘Total 
during the year $365,664.82,

There have been five new districts or- 
ginized during the year. There were 54 
trustees appointed by the County Sup- 
erintendent. ‘Chere are 6 .school houses 
of brick, stone or adobe, 153 built of wood 
and a total of 159 in the county; of these 10 
were built during the year. 

There are 17 private schools in the county 
with 76 teachers. The number of children 
attending these is 1603.

Arabia’s Contribution to Science. 
Rome boasted that she dispensed with 
native physicians for the first 600 years 
Whether this was the 
result of her unusual vigor is not re- 
corded, In the days of her prosperity 
and success she developed considerable 
ability in the medical line and gave to 
the world the distinguished physician 
Galenus. For some time after the fall 
of Rome the treatment of disease was 
chiefly in the hands of monks. In con- 
nection with the monastery there were 
frequently the well managed hospital 
and garden filled with plants noted for 
their healing virtues. 

The Arabs of the Middle Ages were 
devoted students of science and particu- 
larly of medicine. When they came in 
contact with Christendom they made 
two important contributions. They gave 
to the church the writings of Aristotle, 
which, in the hands of St. Thomas Aqui- 
nas, saved the church from a crude ma- 
terialism. 

They gave to the medical world the 
wealth of their scientific researches, es- 
pecially in the line of- chemistry, and 
substituted milder remedies in place of 
the terrible hellebore and other drugs of 
Hippocrates, Averrors and Avicenna 
were the leading Arabian scientists, and 
Dante has given them a place in that 
honorable circle of the ‘‘Inferno” which 
contains the leading physicians of hea- 
then times.—Chicago Herald. 


A Mine tn Ancient Greece. 

At Laurium are found 2,000 ancient 
shafts, with their connected galleries. 
These shafts average about two meters 
square (the round shaft is almost un- 
known) and are sunk from 20 to 120 me- 
ters in depth, but never below sea level. 
The galleries open into ancient chambers, 
sometimes 30 feet high and 150 feet wide. 
According to M. Cordella’s estimate the 
ancients extracted from these mines a 
mass of mineral amounting to 105,000,000 
cubic meters and yielding 2,100,084 tons 
of lead and 8,400 tons of silver, ora value 
of 4,171,878,600 drachmas. 

The work employed steadily about 15,- 
000 laborers—3,000 in the mines them- 
selves—almost exclusively slaves. The 
earthern lamps, water jugs and picks 
found in our day in some of the low, tor- 
tuous passages through which a man 
must work his way on hands and knees 
have apathos of their own. Slaves were 
cheap and the labor problem easy at first. 
Proprietors worked their own slaves or 
hired other people’s at an obol per day — 
say 55 drachmas a year(a saddle horse 
in Athens now brings 200 drachmas per 
month)—and the price of slaves ranged 
from 45 drachmas upward, according to 
quality.—Engineerin g-Kecord.

HIGHLY DO-NOTHING-BUT-GO- 


TO-SLEEP PROGRAMME, 


The Los Angeles Herald is exercised 
to the extent of nearly a column over 
the fact that Ture Times has advocated 
the opening of Broadway at both ends, 
so that it may become a genuine 
thoroughfare. The gravamen of our 
contemporary’s criticism is, first, that 
Tue Times is an interested party, 
owning property on Broadway; and, 
secondly, that Fort Hiil is a sacred 
relic which on no account should be 
disturbed by the grading of a street 
through it. 

Now we shall be obliged to admit 
the soft impeachment, if impeachment 
it be, contained in the first count, for 
everybody hereabouts knows that the’ 
Times Building is located on the nerth- 
east corner of Broadway and First 
strees, as the Herald very correctly 
states. But that this fact should 
amount toa disqualification on our part 
to speak freely as to the interests of 
Broadway, we stoutly deny. Suppose 
there were a meeting of citizens to dis- 
cuss and determine upon any contem- 
plated improvement on that street— 
opening or widening or paving, or any- 
thing of that surt;—would the fact 
that aman owns property along the 
street disqualify him from having a 
voice in the matter? On the contrary, 
it would rather constitute his right to 
be heard. Andif he should exercise 
this right, and his counsel should be in 
favor of improvement, would that fur- 
nish grounds to accuse him of treason 
toward every other streetin the city? 
Fie on such nonsense! Ifitisto hold 
good, then let us say that the property- 
owners of Los Angeles are not quali- 
fied to pass upon any affairs of the 
city, being debarred by self-interest, 
and that all public business should be 
turned over to those who own nothing 
—the birds of passage whose judgment 
is entirely clear and unbiased. 

But the Herald’s second objection is 
even more puerile than the first. Be- 
cause Fort Hill is Fort Hill, it is sacred 
ground and sbould not be profaned by 
having au important street graded 
through it. It oughtto be preserved 
as a relic, says the Herald. Then why 
was not this reverence commenced a 
long time ago, before the trenches and 
adobe breastworks that formerly 
crowned that bill were leveléd and the 
ground occupied by ordinary, every- 
day dwellings with their accompani- 
ment of backyards and outhouses and 
slop-barrels and all that sort of thing? 
Why wasn’t Fort Hill fenced in asa 
sacred preserve and somewhat glori- 
fied? 
The fact is that there was never very 
much to glorify about it. About 
fifty years ago Gov. Micheltoreno 
marched his force of Mexicans and In- 
dian auxiliaries up there and built 
breastworks, which were occupied on 
occasion for about five years, On the 
advent of the Americans in 1847 the 
Fort Hill works were held by the Mor- 
mon battalion under Col. St. George 
Cook, and were some what extended and 
improved but they never arose to the 
dighity of a fort. ‘hey were never 
the scene of a battle or bombardment; 


the soil was never baptized by the | 


blood of anybody, so far as heard from, 
and, after awhile, the works were 
abandoned as being no longer neces- 
sary inamilitary point of view, and 
the adobe wails gradually crumbled 
down and the trenches became filled 
by the action of the elements. So 
much for the sacred endowment of 
Fort Hill! If that sort of military ser- 
vice were to exempt all ground in this 
country from subsequent improvement, 
where would the cities of the Southern 
States be? Someof them were envi- 
roned and intersected with breast- 
works and redoubts — fortifications 
where battles were fought which will 
be embalmed in history as long as the 
United Staves bas a history. The blood 
of heroes consecrated the soil, and 
some of their bodies lie buried beneath 
it. But this does not prevent the march 
of improvement in and about such 
cities. With most of them the old 
breastworks were long ago obliterated, 
and where the land was scarified and 
disfigured by war, now blooms peace 
and progress. And thisisright; it is 
in accordance with the eternal. fitness 
of things and the decress of nature. 
We cannot live in the past or for the 
past. 


Ifthe Herald’s sloppy senti mentality 
had been the vogue, the old adobe 
house wich formerly stood on Fort 
Hill and was historic by reason of haY- 
dng been the apode of successive com- 
mandan es, and of one or more of the 
early Governors, would have been pre- 
served, instead of being cleared away 
to make room for a modern residence, 
By the eame token, the old ‘Stearns 
mansion,” so-called—a rambling one- 
story adobe on = the *corner of 
Main and Arcadia streets— which 
wag historic if anything in Los Ange- 
les was—would still be standing there 
instead of the elegant Baker Block, 
which is an ornament to the city. If 
the Heraid’s soft strain of sentiment 
had been the rule, we shouid still have 
the old adobe town intact and—not 
much else. ay | 

Los Angeles under such a régime 
would be like one of these Bratmin- 
ical devotees who spends the greater 
partof his days sitting cross-legged 
upon the ground, engaged in devout 
contemplation of his navel. 

No, itis better to letthe dead past

CIGARETTES AND OPIUM, 


A gentleman now in Los Angeles 
tells a story which haga dry pinch of 
humor in it, and at the same time con- 
tains a whole handful of moral. He 
says: ‘‘Oncel was traveling with the 
New York agent of an Egyptian cigar- 
ette concern, and I said to him: *W hy 
is it that you folks charge so much for 
your cigarettes? Allowing for the 
extra cost of importation and duty, 
youare still much higher than local 
manufacturers.” ‘Why,’ said the 
agent, ‘we put three times as much 
Opium in our cigarettes as they do; 
that’s the reason.’ A while afterward 
I happened to be in company with a 
New York cigarette manufacturer, 
and [told him whatthe Evyyptian fel- 
low bad said. ‘It’s a lie,’ he replied, 
with some heat; ‘we put as much 
opium in our cigarettes as anybody— 
that is in the best brands.’ ”’ 

In these rather frank confessions of 
the two cigarette men there is a greut 
big curtain lecture on the subject of 
cigarette smoking. If the cigarette 
manufacturers vie with each other in 
the quantity of opium they put in 
tneir best goods, does not this fact go 
farto explain the seductiveness and 
the deadliness of cigarette smoking? 
Does it not show the means by which 
the average cigarette-smoking hoodlum 
is led along until he becomes the out- 
and-out opium fiend? Does it not ex- 
plain how people who once become ad- 
dicted to smoking cigarettes find it 
next to impossible to give up the habit, 
altbough they may be morally cer- 
tain that it is unsettling their 
nerves and undermining their 
bealth? Many such peuple seem 
unable to substitute otter modes of 
smoking even; after the enticing ex- 
perience of drawing the opium-laden 
cloud into the lungs and puffing it 
through their heads and out of their 
nostrils, they find an average pipe or 
cigar stale, flat and unprofitable. 

Considering this state of affairs and 
the alarming hold which cigarette 
smoking has already gained on the 
youth of the country, itis not out of 
order to suggest an official investigation 
of the manutacture of cigarettes, and 
if opium is found to be a standard in- 
gredient, then there should be enacted 
the most rigid prohibitory laws on the 
subject. Itis only fair to the public 
that they should know exactly what 
ingredients are embodied iu cigarettes; 
it is simply infamous that the opium 
habit should be surreptitiously forced 
npon them. 


GLASS-MAKING, 


This is a large industry in the 
United States. Ten years ago there 
were nearly 400 glass-making establish- 
ments in this country. The capital 
employed was upward of $20,000,000, 
and they turned out products annually 
valued at the factories at over $23,500,- 
000. The number of hands employed 
in the businéss was about 26,000, and 
they were paid in wages a fraction less 
than $10,000,000. - Besides this home- 
manufactured gluss, we imported from 
other countries about $10,000,000 worth; 
but much of this was in form of bottles 
containing liquors, and in the form of 
mirrors and plate-glass. | 
* Glass-making is pretty uniformly a 
paying busivess, asthe raw materials 
out of which it is produced cost but lit- 
tle, and are easy of transportation. 

The setting up of an establishment 
for makiog glass does not involve large 
expense. Thefurnaces are of simple 
construction and of cheap materials. 
It is a line of industry as easily inaug- 
urated as almost any other, and it 
would seem that in a place where 
there is such ademand for the more 
common glass products, asin Los An- 
geles, there ought to be found enter- 
prise enough to start up a factory. 
The capital certainly is not wanting. 
Fuel for the purpose can be readily ob- 
tained, and the requisite skilled labor, 
without doubt. | 

Materials, of the best quality, are 
said to be abundant along this Coast. 
That the industry will pay well there 
can be no question, and the only thing 
lacking is the disposition to take hold 
of it. 

If the glass were made’ here, our 
wines might be bottled, as are 
the wines of most other coun- 
tries, aud the revenue therefrom” on 
this Coast would be much enlarged. It 
would, most likely, be an easy matter 
to inaugurate the industry under the 
auspices of a joint-stock company, if 
some one, acquainted with the busi- 
ness, would only come forward and 
move in the matter. 


Ir seems that the reason why the 
genuine Smyna fig tree has never 
borne fruit in California, although 
other varieties do well here, is a lack 
of natural fertilization of the flower 
which forms the inside of the fruit it- 
self. In the Smyna fig these - flowers 
are all female, and, unless fertilized 
by the pollen from male flowers borne 
by some other variety, the fruit does 
not mature. The difficulty is likely 
to be overcome in the same manner 
that it is accomplisned in Smyna, 
by the importation of a little 
insect of the wasp kind bearing the 
unspeakable scientific designation of 
Blustophaga Psenes. This wasp bores 


‘into the incipient fig to deposit its egg, 


and in flitting about from tree to tree 
distributing its favors, it manages to 
bring the pollen of the male flower in 
contact with the pistil of the female 
flower and the result is, figs.

WHY STOCKS FELL. 


QUEER STORIES ABOUT CERTAIN 
SECURITIES, 


Charges Against the Management 
of the Richmond Terminal Com- 
pany—How Some Big Divi- 
dends were Paid. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—iBy the Associ- 
ated Press.| A New York special says: 
“Recently there bas been a considera- 
bie decline in securitiés of the proper- 
ties included in the Terminal system 
and investors and speculators have 
been trying to learn the reason... It 
was rumored that a dividend on first 
preferred stock of East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia, one of the three 
great properties controlled by the Ter- 
minal Company, would be passed, but 
this is officially denied. As everybody 
knows, the Richmond Terminal is 
merely a proprietary company. It di- 
rectly owns no railway property, but 
owns securities through which it con- 
trols the Ricbmond anda Danville, the 
Central of Georgia, and the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia ana Georgia. The 
Richmond Terminal, however, has out- 
standing securities amounting to $91,- 
565,000.”’ 

‘Tbe special states that the increase 
of debt on the three systems for the 
year ending June 30 last was $13,735,- 
000 and adda that the Richmond and 
Danville system failed to earn its fixed 
charges bv about $250,000. The Cen- 
tral of Georgia about earned its 
charges. East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia may show a surplus of 
$100,000, a total deficit of $170,000. 
Ever since 1887, when the Central was 
acquired by the Richmond Terwinal, 
the Richmond and Danville paid regu- 
lar dividends of 10 per cent., although 
it would seem they had not eurned 
it. It is alleged that the 
books have been kept in 
such a manner that the profits of the 
Richmond and Danville main system 
(751 miles) have shown up well and have 
been paid out, while the losses on the 
auxiliary system (about 2500 — 
have been charged up in the gener 
account as due by leased lines for ad- 
vances, etc.; that new bonds have been 
issued to make up the cash balance 
and an immense floating debt created. 
The company’s report for 1891 to stock- 
holders shows 14 per cent. earned. On 
this 10 per cent. was actually paid. 
The amount needed to pay 10 per cent. 
was actually, itis declared, obtained 
from other sources. 

The Richmond and Danville sworn 
report to the Virginia Railroad Com- 
mission for the year ended June 31, 
1890, contains, as usual, a big list of 
securities owned by the company. A 
comparison of this list of securities 
with that of preceding years shows 
that $677,000 worth dropped out of 
sight. It ia possible they were disposed 
of and thatthe 10 per cent. dividend 
was helped out by the proceeds.

HMxpensive Tea Is Selected. 
Mr. F. K. Andrews writes to the Lon- 
don Times: “It may be interesting to 
some of your readers to know how the 
tea sold at almost fabulous prices is se- 
lected. Every chest of very fine Ceylon 
tea contains a great quantity of ‘‘flowery 
Pekoe,” i. e., small golden tipped, unde- 
veloped leaves. A tea of this descrip- 
tion is usually sold at about four shil- 
lings a pound. A handful of such tea is 
spread on a piece of satin about 24 
inches by 6 inches, the satin is ther lightly 
folded and the tea lightly shaken to and 
fro half a dozen times, which process 
causes the fluffy tips to become entangled 
in the silk; the heavier black leaves are 
then shaken out. The flowery Pekoe 
thus obtained still has mixed with it 
some of the coarser leaves, so the process 
is repeated again and again until the 
product is quite golden and flossy. About 
half a pound may thus be obtained out 
of every chest of choice Ceylon tea,

A Prominent Citizen Ends 
His Own Life. | 


DESPONDENCY IS THE CAUSE 


Death Almost Instantaneous-—Short 
Session of the City Council— 
People Coming and Go- 


At 7:10 o’clock yesterday morning 
Otis P. Arnold placed a pistol against 
his breast and pulled the trigger. Two 
minutes later he lay cold in deatti, shot 
through the heart.. The sad news 
quickly spread, and before an bour had 
elapsed the suicide was the principal 
subject of public discussion. | 

Of prepossessing appearance, in the 
prime of manhood, thoroughly quali- 
fied in business affauirs—honest to the 
core—such a man was Mr. Arnold. 
From his youth up, however, be had 
been subject to spells of despoudency. 
When a boy in his teens, he would 
sometimes shut himself up in his room 
for several days ut a time, a victim of 
gloomy fears and forebodings. Later 
in lite, while engaged in the undertak- 
ing bussiness in the East, he would 
sometimes utter some such expression 
asthis: “One of these days the Coro- 
ner will have something to do with 
me;’’ but then hespoke as if joking. 
Few of bis triends imagined the predic- 
tion would ever be realized. 

For some time past Mr.:Arnold has 
been the president of the Milwaukee 
Furniture Company, with headquar- 
ters at Los Angeles. Abouta year and 
ahalf ago the compauy became in- 
volved in business difficulties, which 

roved asource of coustant worry to 

r. Arnold, and which are thought to 
have been the real cause of the suicide. 
On several occasions during the past 
few months when especially morose, 
Mr. Arpold would express an intentiou 
of killing himself. but ‘was always 
exusily dissuaded from his purpose by 
argumevts advanced by his iriends. 
Friday evening while riding with D. 
W. Permar, he seemed to be specially 
oppressed by business cares, and toa 
member of the family he stated that 
“tomorrow will probably end all.” 

The deceased was a bachelor and 
was in the forty-fiith year of his age. 
He made his homo with his brother, 8. 
©. Arnold, and famiiy,at the residence, 
corner of Fair avenue and 
Meuntain street. Yesterday morning 
he arose at the usual! hour and partook 
of a hearty breakfast. le said but 
littie during the meal, and immedi- 
ately upon ita conclusion he went inio 
the back yard. A few minutes later 
the report of a pistol was beard. His 
brother and nephew, Harry Arnold, 
ran immediately in the direqjion of 
the sound, and were borrified to find 
their relative lying by the side of a 
small haystack near the barn, blood 
oozing froma hole in his left breast 
and a smoking revolver by his side. 
Several minutes later be breathed his 
last, 

Coroner Weldon was summoned. He 
arrived at 10:30 o’clock and proceeded 
Immediate:y to the scene of the fatal- 
ity. ‘The body of the deceased mean- 
while had been removed to the horse. 
The following jury was summoned: 
W. S. Arnold, foreman; C. U. Bunnell, 
P. W. Lioyd, A. H. Williams, CG. 
Mann avd A. E. Jobuson, The wit- 
nesses examined were: D. W. Per- 
mar, Seth Arnold, W. G. Benedict and 
Harry Arnold. Nothing new of im- 
portance besides the facts as above 
stated was elicited in the testimony, 
The following verdict was rendered: 
“That the deceased had come to his 
death by a pistol shot inflicted by bi.o- 
self with suicidal intent wuile laboring 
under a temporary tit of insanity.” 

Mr. Arnold bad many warm friends 
in town. He had a commanding 
presence, beneath which there lay a 
warm beart and affectionate disposi- 
tion. The news of his untimely tak- 
ing-off caused general sorrow ibrough- 
out the community. “The pistol he 
used was oi 88 calibre and of peculiar 
design. He uad attended to bis busi- 
ness as usual in Los Angeles on Fri- 
day, and up tothe time of his death 
epjoyed the best of health.

The docu- 
ment is a lengthy one and sets forth 
in detail the various contracts in 
which itis alleged that Lesher has 
been interested. Lesher is a member 
of the firm of Hyde & Lasher, painters, 
and it is alleged that he secured the 
contract for painting the new pavilion 
for $500; that Lesher’s firm also var- 
nisbed certain fountains for the city, 
for which $15 was paid; also painted 
signs $12.50, and a boat, for which $6 
was paid. The complaint

That said Lesher was interested in 
all of the above items paid by said city 
of San Bernardino and furnished to 
the said city of Sun Bernardino by said 
Hyde & Lesher.

Improvement of the San Gabriel 
River. 
CLEARWATER, (Cal.,) Aug. 8.—[Cor- 
respondence of THE TIMEs.| The peo- 
ple of this vicinity being dissatisfied 
with the result of the river improve- 
ment, or reclamation convention, 
which was held in Los Angeles some 
months since; have determined to take 
some local action looking to an im- 
provement of the San Gabriel River at 
this point. Several meetings bave 
been held and an organization 
effected, of which Walter Thomas 
was elected chairman, Jacob I. 
Hill secretary, George Hinman 
S. N. Jennings, superintendent of 
work, and J. M. Miller, Daniel Landa 
and S. M. .ennings, Executive Com- 
mittee. Itis the intention to clear 
out, straighten and broaden the 
channel to a sufficient width to carry 
the winter waters. Beginning at the 
county poor farm, they will work to a 
sufficient distance below the Compton 
bridge to allow the water a free and 
harmless flow. Itis thought this will 
protect from overflow a very large body 
of valuable land that is liable to 
damage. We understand the property 
holders of Downey and vicinity are 
earnestly interested in the same work 
farther up the river, as’well as Rivera 
and Fruitland, and it now seems as 
though this valuable and important 
section of the county will do something 
practical to protect themselves.

The Cherimoya. 
[The Citrozraph.] 

We have of late heard a good deal of 
a wonderful fruit which has borne the 
name ‘*Cuerimoya,’’ with a variety of 
ways Of spelling. We have also heard 
the profoundly satisfied expressions of 
ihose who have been fortunate enough 
Lo taste this dainty. Clio Lloyd wrote 
this paper that be had served up the 
cherimoya to the guests at the orange 
carpival at Chicago. 
It belongs to the family of anona, 
which embraces seven children. Ili 
was undoubtedly introduced from 
Peru, its home. Mex'co has some va- 
r.eties growing in different parts of 
her domain, and now the beautiful 
gardeu of the world, Santa Barbara, 
as begun its cultivation. 
The Peruvians esteem this fruit 
above all others, beiieving it in no 
sense interior to them individually one 

doubtedly the fruit was knuwn to them 
loug before the time of the conquest. 
It bas been knownto botanists since 
the year 1690. when it was introduced 
to the world as food fruit. Later ‘it 
was introduced into Mexico, and va- 
rieties are found in Brazil, 
{t is also called incorrectly the cus- 
tard apple. In Mr. Gallaher’s place, 
in Montecito, we find a tree five years 
old that bore one fruit last year. This 
vear it bore over fifty. This particu- 
lar tree came from the Packard vine- 
yard, the original of which came from 
Mexico, Joseph Sexton has some of 
this variety, the fruit of which he sent 
to Chicago. 
Mrs. Piper introduced some of the 
Guatemala variety about five years 
ugo. Kinton Stevens, in Montecito, 
nus trees of the Anona squamosa 
(sweet sop) and the Anopa muricata 
(soursop). The pulp of the Anona 
cherimoya is white, slightly tinted 
with yellow. Itis smooth and cau be 
likened to corn-Starch pudding. A 
lady, after testing it says: ‘‘The first 
tasted like vanilla ice cream, the pext 
like ripe pineapple, followed by ba- 
nunoas, topped off with ripe strawber- 
ries.”’ Atter eating the fruit one can- 
not adequately put into words a de- 
scription of tue sensation. It seems 
us if all the nice things of earth, per-. 
fectly blended, bad been eaten. 
This fruit, we believe, will be the 
fruitofthefuture. It is so delicate 
that everyone will enjoy it. It can be 
transported to the East, and must 
command a ready high price. It will, 
in our minds, make a most lucrative 
business tothose who engage in its 
cultivation. 
For this section of the world the tree 
seams to need only the ordinary good 
garden soil which here abounds. 


Roses. 
Roses cut daily, with a care to leave 
not one more than half bloomed, ure 
at least balf pruned. If the buds are 
not all fully bloomed yet on certain of 
the bushes, the pruning of those bushes 


/must be delayed. No shrub should be 


pruned except after its full blooming 
season is énded. Where, as iv the rose, 
no fruit is desired, and if allowed to 
mature the plant 1s injured thereby,” 
the flowers should be plucked daily as 
they open. If one loves roses they will 
not be permitted to wilt on the bushes 
and become dingy brown patches of 
disfigurement, injuring both the young 
buds and the plant. 

When the rosebuds are all opened, if 
any have died on the bushes, cut the 
seed pods off. Every bud should be 
plucked, and used where it gives the 
greatest pleasure. Then cut out, as 
carefully as muy be, all the old wood. 
In this way one can have clumps of 
rose bushes, says a w«riterin the ‘'ran- 
script, which are not so tall that the 
roses cannot be plucked, and so broad 
that the longest arm and shears cannot 
reach in amidst the thorny branches, 
but the quality of the roses is improved 
great y. A bush rose is different from 
a climbing rose. This latter must be 
pruned from its side shoots, and the 
main stalks permitted to continue on 
their way. On the other hand, the 
bush rose should have all but the last 
year’s growth cut out. This will give 
an impetus to this year’s growth frum 
bow until November.

Killing Ticks on Lambs. 
{American Cultivator. | 


the ticks, which have found refuge in 
the long wool of older sheep, will de- 
sertthem and take to the unshorn 
lambs, whose wool then affords a bet- 
ter hiding place. These ticks are easily 
killed by dipping lambs up to their ears 
in a strong solution of tobacco. .Re- 
fuse stems can be used, and can usually 
be bad for little or nothing in tobacco- 
growing localities. Tue wash, after 
the lambs have been dipped in it, is 
excellent to apply to melon er, cucum- 
ber vines to repel the bugs. It may 
not killthem, but it will drive them 
away, which answers every purpose. 
It hus also excellent manurial proper- 
ties, but we prefer to use it in small 
quantities merely to repel insects, 


After planting ramie, tue first two 
years require cultivation to keep the 
weeds down and stsengthen the roots, 
Ou the aeeond year the crop is gather- 
ed witha mower. Threeto four an-, 
nual crops can bé gathered, when the 
plants will have to be. renewed. It 
will grow in any soil on level land, or 
in the valley, but not onthe bills,

revelation. Thoughtful and intelli- 
gent men of science no longer cry out 
against Christianity nor deny its veri- 
ties because of some seeming conflict 
between its teachings and those of 

science. But when such things con- 
front them they stop and say: 

sibly science is mistaken in its deduc- 

ductions. In this grand conflict which 
has been going on so long between the 
truths of inspiration and the theories 
of science the difficulty has always 
been settled by science being compelled 
to yield her position as untenable. 
Talk against the Bibleas you may, 
the old book has always triumphed. 
Study it and you find within it abun- 
dant evidence of its divine authority, 
and if there is any conflict between 
its teachings and those of science, the 
faultis with us, and we must look 
about us to discover where it is.”’ 

Another thing that the world has 
discovered is that the nation that lives 
uv the nearest to what the Bible incul- 
cates, is the nation that is the most en- 
lightened, the most progressive, the 
most harmonious and prosperous. 
All the great truths of the Bible lie 
along the highway of progress. ‘There 
is notone amoug them all that leads 
backward; not one but points to higher 
life aud to richer unfoldings. Al- 
though not written in ascientific age 
we find that again and again it antici- 
pated the discoveries of science which 
were made ceuturies after its pages 
were penned.

“What a senseless book that old 
Jewish Bible is,’”’ would be the natural 
cry of the elder nations who had been 
taught that the great flatearth rested 
upon the back of a huge tortoise, and 
that everywhere the biue spans of 
night were filled with stars.

Multiply the happy homes in the 
country; fill them with love and cheer- 
fulness; draw closer the bonds which 
unite husband and wife, parents and 
children, and we need have no fears 
for the future of American liberty and’ 
American progress. I believe in the 
home, inthe sanctity of its relation- 
ships; in its elevating and uplifting 
tendencies; and that a happy home is 
more satisfying than wealth; more to 
be desired than fame, or honor, or 
place or po wer, or business success, or 
anything else that the world can give. 
It is the foundation stone upon which 
is built all thatis high, and nuble, and 
great. 


From sincere, honest, pure love evil 
never springs, but outof it grows all 
thatis best in humanity; all that is 
noblest in ambition: all that is sincer- 
est.in truth, and all that is divinest in 
effort.

NOTES. 

There is no article of food that is so 
nutritious for all classes, working men 
and women, children, invalids and 
scholars, as freshly-laid eggs, for in 
them is found every element essential 
to the support of man, and everything 
that is necessary to the growth of the 
youthful body. For the invalid they. 
are nutriment in the most concentrated 
form; then too, a sick person can often 
eat a delicately-prepured egg when the 
bare thought or smell otf any other 
kind of food is revolting to him. 
Among the great number of egg dishes | 
for the sick, I select a few that I know 
to be good. 

Egg Cream and Sago Broth.-One ounce 
of well washed sago, stew-in one-baif 
pint of water until soft, gradually 
evaporating the water down to about 
one-half. Beat up one egg with one- 
quarter pint of cream, and add to the 
sugo, stirring well. Lastly stir'‘in one 
pint of good boiling beef tea, be ft, 

Egg Broth.--Beat up an egg well in a 
broth dish; when quite well frothed, 
stir it into one-halr pintof good mutton 
broth quite hot; add a little salt and 
serve with toast. 

Egq Cream.—Beat one egg light ina 
glass with one teaspoonful of sugar, 4 
tablespoonful of whiskey, a little nut- 
meg, and fill half full with cream or 
new unskimmed milk. 

Dropped Egg on Toast.—Toast’a slice 
of bread tilla nice brown. Pour over 
a little cream dressing. Drop an egg 
ina skillet of boiling water. When 
the white is set, place on the toast, salt 
slightly, puton the egg a little bit of 
butter, and serve. 

To the scholar, eggs are invaluable 
diet, containing both phosphorus— 
which is brain food—and su:phur, 
which performs its special functions 
in the make-up of the human body. 

Eggs are not only food, but medicine 
as weil. The whites are very ellica- 
cious in case of burns. 

White of an Egy fora Burn.— Break an 
egg, cover the burn with several coat- 
ings of the raw white, allowing each 
one to dry before putting on another 
By thus keeping the burn free from 
the air, it will quickly heal. — . 

From the yolks of eggs is extracted 
an oil which is considered by the Rus- 
sians a potent remedy for cuts, brulses 
and wounds generally. | 

The raw white of an egg, if swal- 
lowed in time, will effectuatly dislodge 
a tish bone in the throat... A few years 
since a little boy of my acquaiutance 
swallowed a round tin whistie as large 
as an ordinary checkerman; remedies 
wore given, but witiout avail; when a 
neighbor hearing of the accident called 
and recommended that the white ef an 
egg be given. It was done andthe 
desired result obtained. A famous 
English lecturer claims that the whites 
of two evgs will render the aeadly cor- 
rosive subiimate as harmless as a dose 
of dalomel, ‘There is an old supersti- 
tion that eggs laid on Friday pever 
spoil, and will, if eaten, cure the colic, 
butl fail to find this substantiated, 
by either’ scientists, or the honest 
farmer’s wife, and it probably bad its 
origin in the* brain of some superstit- 
ous, ignorant old negro.

Hostile railroad legislation is p laying the 
very Old Harry in certain States. In lowa 
it has been carried so far that the railroads 
have cutgiown their train service toa mini- 
mum, an redoing nothing within the bor- 
ders of the State that they can avoid, while 
railroad construction has practically ceased. 
Texas is, however, as much worse than 
lowa than lowa is worse than New Eng- 
land. The managers of Texas railroads 
have come to the conclusion that there 
is no chance for a square deal there 
under any circumstances. Texas has a 
law which provides for the confisca- 
tion of any railroad. charter unless 
the management maintains general offices 
in Texts, The Santa Fé has a few miles 
crossing the northwestern corner of. the 
State, across the Panhandle, but is obliged 
to maintain that line as an independent 
railway with a resident corps of oflicials. 
For the same reason the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fé, which is owned by the Atchison, 
is operated by a Texas staff. It is estimated 
that this law costs the Santa Fé company 
750,000 to $1,000,000 yearly. Of late tire 
Texas raliroad legisiators have started in 
again with renewed yigor, and are tackling 
the question of areduction of rates, If they 
do as they threaten they will throw the 
railroads into dire confusion. ‘
